FIRST DAY 


House of Representatives, 
Helena, Montana, January 3, 1927. 


Pursuant to law, at the hour of 12:00 noon, the House of Represen- 
tatives of the Twentieth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, 
was called to order by the Honorable C. T. Stewart, Secretary of State, of 
the State of Montana. 

At the request of the Secretary of State, the Reverend W. D. Lear of 
Ravalli County, offered an invocation. 


The Secretary of State then temporarily appointed the following: 

H. J. Faust, of Granite County, Chief Clerk. 

J. L. Murphy, of Prairie County, Assistant Chief Clerk. 

The roll was called and all members were found to be present and 
presented their certificates of election. 

Whereupon the Secretary of State introduced the Honorable Albert T. 
Galen, Associate Justice, who administered the following oath of office to 
the members present: 

“We, the undersigned, do solemnly swear (or affirm) that we will 
support, protect and defend the Constitution of the United States and 
the Constitution of the State of Montana, and that we will discharge the 
duties of our office (member of the House of Representatives, 20th Session) 
with fidelity; and that we have not paid or contributed, or promised to 
pay or contribute, either directly or indirectly, any money or other valu- 
able thing to procure our nomination or election (or appointment), except 
necessary and proper expenses expressly authorized by law; that we have 
not knowingly violated any election law of this state, or procured it to 
be done by others in our behalf; that we will not knowingly receive, 
directly or indirectly, any money or other valuable thing for the perform- 
ance or non-performance of any act or duty pertaining to our office other 
than the compensation allowed by law. So Help Me God.”

RE: FIRE REGULATIONS FOR PUBLIC SAFETY, MONTANA 


Honorable Sirs: 
Under the laws of Montana relating to the office of the State Fire 


_Marshal, authority is conferred upon such officer to inspect buildings, 


relative to fire hazards and public safety. 
As State Auditor and State Fire Marshal Ex Officio, in company with 


/'Wm. G. Brooks, as State Fire Marshal, serving under my appointment 








and C. V. Templeton, Jr., a representative of the Board of Fire under- 
writers, I made an examination and inspection of our state institutions. 
With the exception of the institutions at Boulder, Galen and Warm Springs I 
am advised that the defects found in our other institutions, which were 
of a minor nature, have been: remedied. 


Believing it to be the duty of an officer charged with matters per- 


| taining to fire regulations for public safety and especially in connection 


with public institutions, I beg to submit to your honorable body the con- 
ditions I found existing at the above institutions, relating to fire protec- 
tion. 


DEAF, BLIND AND FEEBLE MINDED INSTITUTION 
BOULDER, MONTANA 


Under date of the ninth of April, I inspected the Deaf, Blind and 


| Feeble Minded Institution at Boulder. I found the present water supply 


at this institution inadequate to meet the needs of the institution. Water 
was being hauled in wagons. The present mains should be increased from 
four to six inches and fire hydrants changed to a two-stream out-let, 
which should be extended to the ranch buildings as they are without 
protection at the present time. There is a static pressure of approximately 


| thirty-six pounds but when the working pressure is tested, it is practically 


nil. A feasible water supply is available by tapping the Little Boulder 
or the north fork of the Little Boulder about three miles from the insti- 
tution. By bringing the water down in a twelve or sixteen inch main, the 
supply would be furnished for irrigating part of the farm land and also 


_afford ample fire protection and tend to increase other improvements about 


the buildings. 
I have been advised that the State Board of Examiners have approved 


an appropriation in the sum of $45,000.00 by which the water supply situ- 


ation at this institution may be remedied. The value of the buildings at the 
Boulder Institution is placed at $794,497.00 and should loss occur to this 
institution, it would be tremendous, both in property and undoubtedly, 
life. 


STATE TUBERCULOSIS SANATORIUM, GALEN, MONTANA 


On the thirteenth of April, the State Tuberculosis Sanatorium at Galen 
was visited, where an ample supply of water was found but not available 
for use by reason of lack of storage reservoirs. A large main pipe 
should be connected with the springs west of Galen, connecting with a 
reservoir. The flow from the springs should be by gravity to the institution 
in not less than a ten-inch main. A pump should be installed; a supply tank 
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of 75,000-gallon capacity erected at least eighty feet above the ground and 
mains should be installed with sufficient fire hydrants. | 
At the present time, the barns at the institution have no protection. | 
The present value placed upon the buildings at Galen is $214,951.00 — 
and with the proper installation of fire protection apparatus, loss of life 
and property would be avoided. 


STATE HOSPITAL FOR INSANE, WARM SPRINGS, MONTANA 


On the fourteenth of April, in visiting this institution, I found an 
ample supply of water but the mains have been in service for a period of 
thirty-two years and when they were examined, were found to be as soft 
as clay. These pipes should be replaced at once. | 

The valuation of the buildings at this institution has been placed at 
$1,105,391.21. | 

It occurs to me in submitting this report to the Legislative Assembly | 
that a joint committee consisting of three members from each House 
should be selected and with the State Auditor and Fire Marshal Ex Officio 
and the State Fire Marshal, investigate the conditions as outlined at these 
institutions for the purpose of remedying the existing conditions. |

REPORT OF BANKING CODE COMMISSION 


Helena, Montana, October 30th, 1926 


To The Honorable J. E. Erickson, Governor of the State of Montana, 
Helena, Montana: 


Dear Sir: The undersigned being the “Banking Code Commission” ap- 


pointed by your Excellency under the terms of Chapter 138 of the Session | 


Laws of Montana, 19th Session, 1925, respectfully reports as follows: 
Acting in conformity with the law Your Excellency appointed to mem- 


bership on said Commission the following named individuals: S. V. Stewart, | | 


Helena; C. H. Williams, Deer Lodge and W. A. Brubaker, Terry. 


The Commission met and organized by the election of S. V. Stewart 
as chairman and J. G. Larson, as secretary. Mr. Larson is the Superin- 








tendent of Banks for the State of Montana. He agreed to act as secretary 
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of the Commission and assist in the work thereof without compensation 
| other than that provided by law as Superintendent of Banks. 


The commission held numerous meetings at Helena and elsewhere in 
the State of Montana for the purpose of investigating and causing to be 
investigated the banking and building and loan associations and other 
| financial laws of the State of Montana, and of the several states of the 
| United States and of the federal government. The Act itself provides 
‘that the Commission was not authorized to travel or hold meetings out- 
| side of the State of Montana. Therefore, no attempt was made to hold 
| meetings elsewhere. The investigation which the Commission was able to 
! make relative to the laws of other states was of necessity confined to an 
| examination of the statutes, banking, and other codes of those states. The 
‘Commission was able to make such examination of the National Banking 
| Laws and the operation of National Banks as was possible within the 
| State of Montana. 


In the matter of our own state laws governing banks and building 
| and loan associations the Commission was able to obtain first hand in- 
|!formation and to observe the actual operation of the institution doing busi- 
“ness within the State. : 


| It may not be out of place to suggest in this report that the creation 
| of this Commission was probably actuated to a great extent by the fact 
| that there had been some agitation in the State of Montana, and particu- 
| larly within the Legislative Body itself, relative to the possible adoption of 
| what is Known as a “Guaranteed Bank Deposit Law.” It was generally 
) understood that a part of the duty of this Commission was to investigate 
the general plan of Guaranteed Bank Deposits and to study the results 
| thereof in the different states wherein the plan has been adopted. It wil! 
' be readily appreciated that this commission could not conduct a very ex- 
'tensive comprehensive study of the Guaranteed Bank Deposit plan with- 
'out leaving the State of Montana and going upon the ground where such 
'plans was in effect. The Commission and the members thereof sought by 
'correspondence and through the study of reports to find out as much as 
| possible about the success of the plan in the different states. The study 
| was necessarily incomplete and the result thereof was, of course, unsatis- 
factory even to the members of the Commission. 


The members of this Commission felt that in the light of the fact 
that they were only able to obtain information as to the matter of Guar- 
anteed Bank Deposits in the manner above indicated that the Commission 
is not warranted in entering upon a detailed discussion of the merits and 
demerits of the plan. About all that we can say is that from our study 
of the question we are convinced that as yet no workable and adequate 
“system of Guaranteed Bank Deposits has been put into effect and tried out 
‘in any state in the Union. There is only one State, Nebraska, wherein 
there is apparent basis claim of success for the plan, and even in~- Nebras- 
ka where the system has been in force for years the matter is still 
highty controversial. In all of the other states where the plan has been 
adopted the principle has either been abandoned or is working so badly that 
no serious claim of success for the plan could be established. 






















During the life of this Commission an attempt was made in the State 
of Montana to initiate a measure providing for a law on the subject of 
guaranteed bank deposits. The Commission watched the progress of this 
movement with much interest. The members were very desirous of ascer- 
taining the existing public sentiment on the subject. It is a matter of record 
that the petitions fell far short of obtaining the legal number of signatures 
required to place the matter upon the ballot. It was the idea of the Com- 
mission that if there was apparent in the State a substantial demand for 
the adoption of a Guaranteed Deposit Law the matter would be manifested . 
in the interest of the people. It is only fair to say that the interest was 
not acute, and that the people generally were apparently indifferent to 
such an appeal as the principle might make upon them. 
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Your Commission is of the opinion that the agitation for the proposed 


guaranteed bank deposit law, which was manifested in the Legislative © 


Assembly in 1925, was the result of the failure of numerous banks in the 
State of Montana, and that the attempt generally speaking to amend the 
banking laws of this State, or scrap our existing banking code and adopt 
something new in its place, was the result of a belief on the part of the — 
public that these failures were caused by bad banking laws. 


It is, of course, regrettable that the years immediately following the | 
close of the World War, and the period of readjustment incident thereto, | 
should have witnessed so many bank failures. The direct cause of these | 
failures is a much mooted question. Many depositors lost heavily and the | 
public naturally surmised that bad bank management and dishonest conduct | 


of the banks were large contributing causes to the failures. As a result, 
it was quite natural that there should be a demand for laws that would 


prevent a repetition of the unfortunate conditions. Hence the Banking {| 


Code Commission. 


Before going further into the facts, it is but fair to review the condi- 
tions that. existed prior to our financial troubles. No one will deny that 
agriculture and stock growing constitute important industries of the State. 
Men and women have acquired competencies from our fertile soil, and from 
the grazing of stock upon the nutritious grasses on our hills and valleys. 


During the World War and for a time thereafter prices of agricultural 
products were high, and activities in agricultural and stock growing lines 
were carried on at stop speed. The conditions changed with the summer 
of 1919. In that year there was little rain in Montana and crops failed. 
Even our grazing lands refused to produce the necessities for live stock, 
and we were brought face to face with the truth of the statement of Senator 


John J. Ingalls: “Grass is the most munificent gift of God to man, when | 


grass fails every industry from the peanut stand to the steel mill is 
affected.” 


The livestock growers loath to sacrifice their flocks and herds vainly 
hoped that nature would soon recompense them for her dereliction in the 
summer by giving them a mild winter, but on the contrary the following 
winter was the longest, the coldest and the cruelest known to the inhabitants 
of Montana. 


When the scant supply of forage was exhausted the stockmen appealed 


to the banks for money to purchase more feed. Hay advanced in price until | 


a poor quality sold at the unbelievable price of $60.00 per ton. Anxiously 
men looked for the chinook that never came. The more money the banks 
advanced the more acute became the necessity for carrying stock through 


until spring. On May Ist, 1920, every sheep in Montana and every cow 


in the state carried a charge for the winter’s maintenance of more than 


the cash value of the animal. It was conservatively estimated that more | 
than $50,000,000.00 had been sent out of the state for stock feed. This | 


money was never to return. 


Then, to cap the climax, the price of all agricultural products, includ- | 
ing cattle and sheep products, dropped to one-third of the previous values. | 
The slump in grain prices presented another important phase of the general | 
eondition. All in all the deflation in prices paralyzed the state for the mo- | 
ment and left our people in a condition wherein it seemed impossible to fi- | 


nance their activities and enable them to function in a business way. 


Banks being the money stores were most seriously affected. It is true | 
that all of the bad loans were not livestock loans, nor yet agricultural | 
loans, but the fact that the stock man and the farmer could not pay the | 
grocer made necessary delinquencies on the part of the grocer in the pay- | 


ment of his claims to the wholesaler, and so on through the list. 


It is true that some banks in strenuous, and we may say misguided | 
and sometimes illegal, efforts to save their institutions, violated the require- | 
ments of the banking laws, but most of these delinquencies were instances | 


of drowning men clutching at straws.

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The members of this Commission are convinced that the conditions 
above described were brought upon the people of this state by something 
other than, or at least in addition to, bad banking laws and poor banking. 
It is our opinion that disaster was unavoidable, and that circumstances 
combined with fact for the time destroyed the prosperity of the State and 
| wrecked many individual fortunes and financial institutions. 


One cannot view the conditions as they existed in Montana from 1919 
until 1924 without realizing that there has never been a system of banking, 
or a system of business, yet evolved that would have saved our people 
| from at least a large measure of the disastrous conditions and results of 
| that period. 

If the fault had been with our state banking laws, or with the general 
character and manner of doing banking business in the State of Montana, 
then the conditions would have been local, and should have been confined 
to our own state. Indeed, if such had been the case the failures should 
have been confined to State Banks, but the fact remains that the propor- 
tion of State Bank failures within our state was no greater than of national 
banks. All of this in proportion to the numbers existent at the beginning 
of the depression. The further fact remains that other sections of this 
country wherein financial institutions and banks were operated under other 
jurisdictions suffered as seriously as did we. Taking into consideration 
always the fact that very few regions were subjected to the unfortunate 
climatic and crop conditions which we experienced in Montana in 1919-1920. 


It is interesting to record that the banks of Montana at one time in 
this period owed the banks of rediscount ,their-outside correspondent banks, 
the Federal Reserve Bank and the War Finance Corporation the stupend- 
CeITID FOL thot ees 2) loo ole a This was money that was borrowed by the 
banks really for the use of their customers, but very largely on the credit 
of the local bankers and on their faith in Montana, and her people and 
resources. The amount of this vast sum now left unpaid is almost 
negligible. It is nearly beyond belief that such a vast sum of money’ 
could have been realized in this state at such a time and under the existing 
conditions, and diverted from the channels of trade to the payment of old 
debts, and yet admit of the rehabilitation of business in a substantial way 
at the same time. That such has been the case is irrefutable evidence of 
the fact that our state not only possessed resources of undoubted value 
but of the further-fact that our people of all classes, including the bankers, 
were possessed of fortitude, courage and intelligence and at least a fair 
degree of business ability and acumen. 


All of the foregoing observations bring us to the conclusion that it is 
not possible for this Commission to evolve and recommend, or for the 
Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, to enact a law, or a set of 
laws, that will protect the people of this state from crop failures, hard 
winters, deflated prices, and general unfortunate financial conditions. We 
have not seen fit therefore to recommend that our state banking code he 
scrapped and thrown on the waste dump, or that an entirely new code be 
adopted for the regulation of banking in the State of Montana henceforth. 


We have engaged in a most careful study of the banking laws of the 
State of Montana, of the National banking laws, and of the banking laws 
of nearly all of the states of the Union, and as a result of that study we 
were forced to the conclusion that the banking code of Montana in its gen- 
eral provisions was entirely similar to most of the banking codes in opera- 
tion in the different states of the Union, and very much similar to the Na- 
tional Banking Act. Our banking code was enacted piecemeal by the dif- 
ferent Legislative Assemblies until the session of 1915. At that session 
the banking laws of the State were re-codified and re-enacted with such 
needed amendments as were required at the time. Thereafter at each 
succeeding session of the legislature some additions and changes were 
made. We have at this time a workable banking code. Modern in most 
respects. It is true that it is not a perfect code and neither will we be 
able to recommend a perfect banking code in place of the one we have, 

either now or at any time in the future. 
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By a study of the provisions of the codes of the different states this 


Commission was enabled to make comparisons, and in the bill which the — 
Commission has drafted and is submitting herewith there are changes sug- — 


gested which to the Commission seem proper. We were able to find in the 


Banking Codes of other states certain provisions and sections that seemed j 


to this Commission to be more workable and to offer better safe-guards 
than provisions existing in our own code. Wherever we found such pro- 
visions or sections we have carried them into the offered bill. Wherever 
our attention was called to deficiencies: or uncertain and unfair provisions 
in our code we have recommended that they be changed, or that additional 
provisions be enacted. 


The bill which we offer is not therefore a departure from the existing 
law in every respect. It is not revolutionary, but it has preserved the gen- 
eral principle and theory of the present state banking law and offers such 
amendments, changes and additions as this Commission deems essential and 
proper. 

Perhaps the most drastic change presented by the proposed bill is con- 





tained in the provisions for the liquidation of state banks. Heretofore q 


state banks when forced to liquidate accomplish their liquidation through 
receivers appointed by the district courts. This plan of liquidation has not 
been satisfactory in any state. It was long ago abandoned in the national 
system and in nearly all of the states of the Union. National banks are 
liquidated through the comptroller’s office; that is through the banking 
department of the government. In most states state banks are liquidated 
through the department of banking. Your Commission has studied the 
various methods of liquidation in effect in the different states, and has 
worked out a plan which the Commission believes will prove to be more 
economical and efficient than the present receivership plan. The plan 
recommended contemplates the liquidation of state banks in the future 
under the direction of the State Superintendent of Banks, and his depart- 
ment. It is to be hoped that there will be little necessity for the employ- 
ment of any plan of liquidation in the immediate future, but this Com- 
mission firmly believes that the plan offered will work out as satisfactorily 
in Montana as such similar plans have worked out in other states of the 
Union. 

The offered act as a whole seeks to repose in the State Superintendent 
of Banks and his staff larger responsibilities and more freedom of action 
than was possible under the old law. . 

In the matter of the building and loan associations the Commission 
made such investigation as was possible, and has worked with the State 
Association of Building and Loan Associations and with the Banking De- 
partment and the State Examiner’s office of the State of Montana in an 
effort to present to your Excellency and to the Legislative Assembly of 
the State of Montana a building and loan association code that would be 
aoa and fail and protect the interests of proprietors and investors 
alike. 

The work of the Commission has been performed in an honest effort 
to better conditions in the banking building and loan lines of business, and 
to afford a larger measure of protection to depositors and investors. , 


The Commission acknowledges valuable assistance from all classes of 
citizens with whom it came into contact. We mention particularly the most 
helpful aid rendered by Mr. Jay C. Larson, State Superintendent of Banks, 
and his most efficient staff. Mr. Larson’s large experience in banking 
affairs and particularly in matters pertaining to bank examinations and 
supervisory control rendered his assistance invaluable and our work easier. 

The Legislative Assembly provided in the act creating this Commission 
that the members thereof should receive $8.00 per day for the time actually 
employed in the work of the Commission and should employ a secretary 
and fix his compensation. An appropriation of $4,000.00 was made to 
defray the expenses of the Commission. The members of the Commission 


have not drawn any per diem and have not and do not make any charge 
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| for their service. The same is true of the Secretary of the-Commission. 
| The Commission has expended in necessary matters connected with this 
work the sum of $1095.01, and leaves unexpended of the appropriation the 
| sum of $2904.99.

REPORT OF LEWIS AND CLARK COMMISSION 


| To the Honorable Twentieth Legislative Assembly, 
| State of Montana: 


| A resolution was passed by. the Nineteenth Legislative Assembly and 
|| approved by the governor February 28 1925, which in the language of its 
| title was designed to “Provide for the appointment of a commission to in- 
| vestigate and recommend to the Twentieth Legislative Assembly the man- 
ner in which the services rendered the state of Montana by the Lewis and 
Clark expedition should be commemorated.” 


It was recited in the preamble that no legislative action had been taken 
by this state to commemorate the expedition of Lewis and Clark with the 
exception of naming Lewis and Clark county ,and that a “constantly grow- 
ing sentiment is manifest that some official action should be taken by the 
construction of a suitable commemorative monument.” 


It was then resolved “that a Lewis and Clark commission is hereby 
created to consist of the Governor, Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, 
State Treasurer, State Superintendent of Public Instruction and the Li- 
brarian of State Historical Society who shall be secretary. 


“That the said commission shall investigate and secure proposals for 
a site for the erection and designs for the proposed monument, and the 
cost thereof, to be submitted and recommended to the Twentieth Legislative 
Assembly to convene in January, 1927, for such action as said Legislative 
Assembly may take.” The assertion that no legislative action had been 
taken theretofore was incorrect; the legislature overlooked Chapter 117 
of laws of 1917 which came to the attention of the commission during its 
investigations. That was an “Act for the purpose of commemorating the 
explorations of Lewis and Clark’s expedition and to aid in the erection 
of heroic bronze statues of Meriwether Lewis and William Clark at the 
Great Falls and at the Three Forks of the Missouri River, providing for the 
creation of the Lewis and Clark Memorial Commission, and making appro- 
priations therefor.” It provides that in recognition of the foresight and 
broad statesmanship of Thomas Jefferson in the acquisition of the province 
of Louisiana and in commemoration of the expedition of Meriwether Lewis 
and William Clark, who celebrated the 29th anniversary of the independ- 
ence of America at the Great Falls and camped at the Three Forks of the 
Missouri a month later, “we approve of the purpose of the Society of Mon- 
tana Pioneers and other organizations and persons co-operating to erect 
at these historic sites heroic bronze statues of Lewis and Clark, in replica.” 
An appropriation of $5,000 was made and procedural directions were in- 
corporated in the Act, but nothing further was done. 


MEETINGS 


The commission created by the Nineteenth Legislative Assembly or- 
ganized and held a number of meetings after having given public notice. 
Interest in the subject of a memorial to Lewis and Clark was widespread. 
Armstead, Butte, Bozeman, Great Falls, Helena, Livingston and Three 
Forks were represented by committees, some at one meeting and others 
at all of the meetings held by the commission. 
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The cities of Bozeman, Butte, Great Falls, Livingston and Three Forks 
each agreed to furnish an appropriate site and to convey the title thereof 
to the state. 


The designs submitted by the various localities fall into two general 
classes, (1) a monument with sculptured figures, (2) buildings. 


Professor F. H. Garver of the State Normal College, representing citizens 
and organizations of Dillon and Beaverhead county, presented an argument, 
fortified with historical data in favor of placing the monument at Armstead. 


Butte was represented by a delegation upon two occasions on both of 
which Hon. Miles J. Cavanaugh addressed the commission. The city of 
Butte proposed a memorial auditorium with appropriate statues. Leading 
citizens of Butte agreed to defray the entire cost, estimated at $150,000. 


Bozeman’s delegation consisted of Hon. George Y. Patten, Dr. J. M. 
Hamilton and others. Messrs. Patten and Hamilton delivered addresses. 
The plan which they presented in behalf of the city of Bozeman contem- 
plates the construction of a granite building consisting of two rooms, one 
designated a foyer and museum, the second a memorial room. On one side 
of the entrance to the building it was suggested to have a statue of Captain 
Lewis, on the other a statue of Captain Clark. Within the building was to 
be placed a huge map of bas-relief showing the course of the expedition 
with particular reference to the course of the rivers and the topographical 
features of Montana. The museum wes designed for the preservation of 
historical articles and data of every kind. 


With this plan as a basis, Mr. Georme D. Pease later presented sug- 
gestions of a plan somewhat more comprehensive than first proposed. He 
would have the building constructed from Montana’s best and darkest 
granite. He suggests that it should be unbroken by windows but lighted 
by means of a skylight. Possibly in the frieze of this building there should © 
‘be depicted the heads and types of the chiefs of the different Indian tribes 
encountered by the expedition. 


Mr. Pease suggests three rooms, the first of these to contain statues 
of Lewis and Clark from Montana bronze with life size mountings of the 
animals upon which the success of the expedition so much depended. It is 
suggested that the second room be devoted to paintings of an historical 
character, with the subjects covering a wide range. In this room there is 
to be also a relief map at least twenty-five feet long and of sufficient 
height to show properly the lands purchased; the Mississippi, Missouri, 
Columbia and other rivers which were upon the line of the expedition 
should be upon an exaggerated scale so as to depict clearly the course of 
these streams; in the construction of this map the co-operation of other 
states as well as of the students of our university and other public schools 
should be enlisted. The map should show the route of the expedition going 
and returning. The third room should contain relics of the expedition, a 
replica of the canoe, camp equipment, flags, costumes, guns, saber, com- 
passes and other paraphernalia connected with the expedition together with 
photographic copies of the original papers, reports and data of said expedi- 
tion. 

Messrs. Norman Holter, Lewis Penwell, C. B. Power and others spoke 
in favor of the desirability of placing the memorial upon the State Capitol 
grounds in Helena. The city of Helena, however, offered no design or 
estimate of cost, later Mr. George H. Carsley, the well known architect, 
presented an attractive plan for the erection at the west end of the Capitol 
grounds of an exedra with sculptured figures and a reflecting pool. 


Hon. James F. O’Connor addressed the commission in behalf of the 
city of Livingston and suggested sites in that city which might be available; 
but no design nor estimate of cost was presented. 

At the final public meeting held by the committee a delegation con- 
sisting of Dr. John Dimon, Mr. E. M. Mestad, Mr. V. Kvalnes, Mr. Ben 
Adams and Mr. L. R. Henslee, presented the claims of the city of Three 
Forks; their presentation was fortified by a booklet containing historical 
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data and models of a proposed design for the monument. The site proposed 
by Three Forks is about 300 feet from a tablet erected to Sacajawea, about 
200 feet from the Sacajawea Hotel and about 200 feet from the platform 


of the main line of the C. M. & St. P Ry. Two appropriate designs were 
suggested: your commission prefers the one shown on page 8 of the

booklet presented by the committee and estimated to cost approximately 
$30,000. 


The claims of Great Falls were presented at three meetings by a dele- 
gation of which Hon. H. B. Mitchell, Mayor of the city, Hon. E. H. Cooney 
and Mr. Fred a Fligman were spokesmen. They made an offer on behalf 
of Great Falls to donate any one of four sites. The design presented is 
the work of the late Charles M. Russell, the most distinguished of Mon- 
tana’s artists. It shows figures of Captains Lewis and Clark and of Saca- 


_jawea. The estimated cost of a bronze statue of the design presented is in 


the neighborhood of $30,000. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


Immediately following the adjournment of the public meeting held upon 
May 8, 1926, the commission reached a unanimous conclusion adopted in the 
following resolution: 

“BE IT RESOLVED: That it is the judgment of this commission in 
view of the fact that the purpose expressed in House Joint Resolution No. 7, 
approved February 28, 1925, is to commemorate the services of Lewis and 


| Clark from an historical standpoint, that the site upon which shall be 


erected the monument or memorial contemplated in the resolution should 


_ be fixed at some point upon or near the route actually followed by Lewis 
| and Clark in their memorable expedition.” 


The commission was greatly impressed with the possibilities of the 


- Bozeman plan. Not only are the educational features appealing; the 


appeal is to the highest sensibilities of the educator, the historian, the 
artist, the patriot. Much space has been given to this plan in this report for 
the reason that while the commission is of the opinion that its cost would 


_be vastly greater than the State is now in a position to assume, it is 


heped that future generations, possibly the next generation, may be able 
to establish a memorial along the lines suggested by the proponents of 


| the Bozeman plan, at some appropriate place. 


Your commission presents two recommendations: First, that it would 
be distinctly appropriate to erect bronze statues following the lines pro- 


posed, at Great Falls and also at Three Forks, if the cost be not more 


than $60,000 in the aggreate, $30,000 for each design. 

The explorers looked forward eagerly to the falls of the Missouri, of 
which they had been told by various Indians whom they met on the journey. 
When the party reached the mouth of the Marias River, they were uncertain 


'as to which stream was indeed the Missouri. The only means of definite 


identification, they concluded, would be the discovery of the falls. After 


exploring the Marias and the Missouri, all of the party save Captains 


Lewis and Clark were of the opinion that the true Missouri was the north- 
erly stream, the Marias. The captains, however, decided to follow the 
southerly stream and when they found the falls of the Missouri on the 
thirteenth day of June, 1805, their joy was very great. 


This was one of the most vital points in their entire expedition. The 


party spent almost a month at the falls in the immediate vicinity. The 
-eaptains took the utmost pains to describe the surrounding country, pre- 


pared an elaborate map and data of the river generally, including the falls, 
the fountain, (as the Giant Spring was denomiated) explored the surround- 
ing country, and described with particularity the fauna and flora; and as 
was said in the Act of 1917, they celebrated the Fourth of July, 1805, at 
that point. This undoubtedly was the first celebration of our natal day 
west of the Mississippi River. 


The beautiful city of Great Falls is now the second city of our state 
.in size and undoubtedly always will be one of our larger cities. It is a 
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central point of great Importance and is visited annually by large numbers 
of people from all parts of the United States. 

It would also seem that in the opinion of the explorers the Fite forks 
of the Missouri were second only in importance to the great falls of the 
river and vicinity. Captains Lewis and Clark spent three or four days in 


a 


the vicinity of the three forks carefully examining the rivers, and as Cap- ~ 


tain Lewis remarked, that place appeared to be “an essential point in the 
western hemisphere.” The explorers named the rivers Jefferson, Madison 
and Gallatin. Much history centers about Three Forks, from the advent and 
departure of the Lewis and Clark party, through the fur trading period, 
during early Territorial days, and continuing to the present time. The city 
of Three Forks is and will remain an important point. It is on or near the 
main line of two transcontinental railways and.on one of the main trans- 
continental automobile roads. 

The second recommendation of the commission is that if your Honorable 
Body shall decide to erect but one memorial, it be placed at the city of 
Great Falls in the circle at the head of Central Avenue facing west. At this 
point the bronze statue of the explorers would look into the Missouri River 
and westward to the end of their quest, the Pacific Ocean.

Many appeals came from friends in” 
this and other States, and on April 1, 1925, pardon was granted, on account | 
of prisoner’s youth and good record, that he might take a position awaiting ; 
him on the West Coast. | 

Oliver D. Russell—Beaverhead; convicted Aug. 18, 1924; rape; sentence 
2 to 4 years. Russell was an overseas veteran and lost one hand and sus-_ 
tained other serious injuries in the service. Nine members of the jury 
signed a petition for his pardon, and the District Judge approved such | 
course. In order that he might not lose his compensation and right to. 
pension, pardon was granted June 5, 1925. | 

Ed Walker—Lewis and Clark; on plea of guilty to charge of drunk 
and disorderly was given suspended sentence of six months in county jail; 
later parole was revoked on account of similar charge, and he had served

Be- 
cause of mitigating circumstances in case, age of prisoner and length of time 
served, pardon was granted Dec. 138, 1926.

Houger was implicated in the Valier bank 
robbery, but pleaded his guilt in court and was a valuable witness in a case 
involving a bank robbery in Canada, aiding in conviction of the chief of- 
fender and recovery of a large amount of loot. His conduct shortly before 
his arrest and in the prison was such as to give promise of his reformation, 
and on recommendation of County Attorney and others Houger’s sentence 
was on May 11, 1925, commuted to 2 to 10 years.

Leslie Fowler—Lewis and Clark; burglary; sent up December 31, 1924, | 
for 5 to 10 years. On recommendation of the District Judge and County | | 
Attorney sentence was on May 6, 1926, commuted to 2% to 5 years. 
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| Ernest Atencio—Silver Bow; rape; sentenced April 21, 1924, to 20 to 
/45 years. Testimony showed that he was convicted on the uncorroborated

to 1 to 2 years. 
| Joseph Putzel—Silver Bow; robbery; sentenced February 18, 1925, for 
4 to 9 years.

“HOUSE MEMORIAL NO. 1 


Memorializing the Interstate Commerce Commission for the Relief of Those 
Engaged in Agriculture and Horticulture 


WHEREAS, agriculture and horticulture are the basic industries of 
the State of Florida, employing the greatest number of its people, and 
engaging the largest amount of its capital, and the success and prosperity 
of these industries are essential to the welfare and development of the 
State; 


AND, WHEREAS, conditions now existing not only in this State, but 
in other States dependent upon agriculture, are militating to such extent 
against these great and necessary industries as to drive from the farm 
and orchard those who have been engaged in this great work, and to force 
them to seek employment in other lines of industry, and as a result leaving 
thousands of fertile areas unoccupied and uncultivated; 


AND, WHEREAS, the low prices received by the farmer and horti- 
culturist for his products, and the high freights he is compelled to pay, have 
so reduced the returns from his labor that he is compelled to mortgage 
his farm to raise the necessary funds to operate it, and is denied many 
of the conveniences and some of the necessities of life for himself and 
family; 

AND, WHEREAS, the charges for transportation, refrigeration, stor- 
age and demurrage enter largely into the business of moving and market- 
ing crops, and constitute a large element in the cost of supplying the con- 
sumer with the fruits of the earth; and the laborer engaged in the trans- 
portation is paid greatly increased wages, while the farmer’s return is 
growing less; and while the transportation companies are in a position to 
exact their freight and secure a profit on their great and frequently exces- 
sive capitalization, the producer is ground between the upper and nether 
millstones of the transportation corporation, and the broker who sells his 
perishable product; 


AND, WHEREAS, the transportation companies are protected by the 
Government from the effect of competition, so that they may receive a 
reasonable return for the services rendered and on the capital invested, the 
grower and producer of the fruits of the earth, in view of the perishable 
nature of the product of his industry, when he seeks a market is practic- 
ally compelled to accept the price fixed by the purchaser; 


AND, WHEREAS, by a reduction of rates on perishables and foot- 
stuffs, encouragement would be given the farmer to increase his produc- 
tion, and the volume of business for the transportation companies from this 
class of freights would be greatly increased, and what would be lost in the 
decreased rate would be more than gained by the increased values of ship- 
ments; Now Therefore, 


BT IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF 
FLORIDA: That the Interstate Commerce Commission be and is hereby 
memorialized to take such action in fixing and regulating rates in inter- 
state transportation, that the rates on agricultural and horticultural pro- 
ducts may be reduced so that they will not exceed the rates which pre- 
vailed prior to the World War; and that the demurrage regulations may 
be so modified and amended as to grant to shippers and receivers of such 
commodities further time for loading and storage before demurrage is 
piaraed, because of the difficulties of handling and delivering farm pro- 

ucts. 


RESOLVED: That the Senators and Representatives in Congress from 


the State of Florida be requested to take such action with reference to this 
memorial as may be appropriate, with a view of obtaining for it proper 
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consideration by the Interstate Commerce Commission; and if present 
legislation is inadequate to secure the relief sought, that they take the 
necessary action to procure the passage of such a law. 


AND BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Railroad Commissioners 
of the State of Florida be requested to take such action as may be appro- — 
priate to aid in the bringing about the accomplishment of the objects of © 
this memorial. 


Resolved: That the Secretary of the State be and he is hereby directed 
to mail a copy of this memorial certified under the great seal of State to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, to each of the Senators and Repre- 
sentatives in Congress from the State of Florida, and to the Governor of

| 1. With respect to the purchase of the Frank Conley property. On 
friday, the fourth day of February, 1927, your complete committee went 
jo Deer Lodge and personally investigated the premises offered by Mr. 
| Ir AA and made careful investigation and inquired into all matters relating 
shereto. 
FI 


| The land upon which Mr. Conley’s premises are located consist of six 
lots, 380x130 feet, all contiguous and located directly across the street from 
the prison grounds and near the main entrance thereto. 


There are three separate buildings upon said premises, to-wit: a dwell- 
ing house, a garage, and a laundry building. The dwelling house is a nine 
room, frame building of the bungalow type with large cement basement 
and is modern in every respect and heated with a hot water heating system. 
This building was constructed approximately fifteen years ago. The finish 
‘inside is all hardwood; the building is in excellent repair, both interior and 
Por and will not require any expenditure at this time in repairs of any 
kind. The heating and plumbing apparatus is also in good repair. There 
are large porches on two sides of the house, with brick piers and the floors 
‘of the porches are hardwood. It is an attractive and fine dwelling house. 
'The front of the house faces to the prison grounds. 


| To the rear of the house is a two story double brick garage, 26x36 
/feet. There is a part basement under this garage building which contains 
‘the boiler for the heating plant of the house and sufficient storage room 
'for fuel. The garage building is also heated by this plant. In the second 
story of the garage building are located two bedrooms, a bathroom and a 
. bath. This building also is in excellent condition and_ willl 
‘require no expenditure at this time in the repair thereof. 


To the south of the garage building and along the back portion of said 
lots there is a two story laundry building, 30x48 feet, constructed of brick. 
There is no basement to this building. On the lower floor of this building 
there is a complete laundry equipment including equipment for heating 











‘is used for storage purposes and consists of three rooms. 

The three buildings are equipped for electric lighting and plumbing and 
each of the buildings are connected to the sewerage system, and likewise 
for running water. This building is also in excellent condition and requires 
no repair at this time. 

There are cement walks along the front of this property and likewise 
cement walks leading to and from the different buildings. 

All assessments and special taxes levied against said property for side- 
walks, heating, lighting and other public improvements have been paid. 
There is a lattice fence to the rear of the dwelling house, with trees and 
shrubbery giving the premises an attractive appearance. The lawns are 
also in excellent condition. There appears to be no expenditure necessary to 
place the premises in condition to be occupied by the warden at this time. 
We accompany this report with three photographs of the house and a blue 
print showing the floor plan of the house and a plat showing the location 
of the premises and the location of State Prison grounds and also a copy of a 
statement signed by Frank Conley, the owner of said property.

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Your committee, after a careful consideration of the premises, cor| 
sidering the condition of same, and the time when built, its accessibility an) 
adaptability as a residence for the warden of the State Prison, we recom} 
mend that the state purchase the property for a consideration of $15,000.00. 


2. With reference to the manufacturing of license plates your com] 
mittee finds that there are quarters now available where such a plant ma 
be located without further expenditure in the erection of new buildings 
This building is located within the prison grounds, is 36x60 feet and thre; 
stories high, and of brick construction. The first floor can be used for th: 
purpose of manufacturing license plates. It has a cement floor and is cap 
able of holding all the machinery necessary, is also well lighted and heated) 
From our investigation, it would appear that the cost to place the planil 
in working condition would be $25,000.00. Compartively speaking, the num 
ber of license plates that will be sold next year, will save the state approxi: 
mately four thousand dollars, and an approximate amount each year there) 
after. All the labor necessary for the operation of the plant is available 
from the inmates and it would not be necessary to employ any skilled labor 
other than what is found in the institution. 


Your committee recommends the establishment of this factory for the, 
manufacturing of license plates. 

















3. With reference to other industries. Your committee also investi- 
gated the matter of establishing other industries at the State Prison. It 
appears that certain clothing is now being manufactured at the penitentiary 
and the committee investigated the matter of this industry and estimated the) 
expense. Several other states, particularly the state of Wyoming, now 
manufacture clothing for the inmates of their state penitentiary. With the 
provision that the surplus stocks may be sold to the state institutions in 
other states. 


From our investigation we find that the third floor of the building, 
heretofore referred to, as suitable for, and as capable of housing the neces-_ 
sary machinery for the manufacture of clothing and other wearing apparel 
for the inmates of our state institution, and that it would not be necessary) 
to expend money for buildings for this purpose. There is an. ample supply 
of labor from the inmates of the state prison and it would not he necessary — 
to employ skilled labor other than what is now employed. The avproxi- 
mate cost of installing the machinery which would be necessarv is the sum 
of $10,000.00, and it would be necessary to have an additional five thousand 
for the purpose of purchasing stock and supplies until such time as 
receipts become available. It apnears that the State could manufacture 
such clothine and wearing apparel at a cost which would be some 30% to 
40% lower than it is able to purchase it now at wholesale prices. 


We thing that the saving to the State in one year throuch the overation 


of this plant will be sufficient to pay for the entire cost of the machinery. 


Your committee estimates that at the present time there are approxi- 
mately two hundred prisoners at the penitentiary without employment. and 
find that it is to the best interest of the State and of the inmates of the 
State Prison that they be employed at some useful occupation. We recom- 
mend the establishment of this plant.

The State Board of Land Commissioners is hereby author- 
ged and empowered to lease in such manner as it may determine, not in- 
fonsistent with the enabling act and the constitution, any state lands to 
which the title has vested in the state and in which the oil and gas rights 
fre not reserved by the United States, for prospecting and exploring for 
jl and gas, mining, drilling, developing, and removing the same upon the 
erms and conditions herein prescribed, to any person, association, corpora- 
jion, domestic or foreign, or municipality qualified under the Constitution 
ind the laws of the State of Montana. This power and authority to lease 
tate lands for such purposes shall extend to and include all lands owned

ENROLLED JOINT MEMORIAL NO. 2, SENATE NINETEENTH 
LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF WYOMING 


Memorial to Congress relating to the delivery to the State of all un- 
appropriated public lands: 

Be IT RESOLVED, by the Senate of the State of Wyoming, the House 
of Representatives concurring, that the Congress of the United States be 
memorialized as follows: 

WHEREAS, the State of Wyoming is composed of lands acquired under 
four treaties: (1) Louisiana, 1803; (2) Texas, 1845; (3) Oregon, 1864, and 
(4) Mexico, 1848; | , 

WHEREAS, in the Louisiana Purchase treaty, covering land out of 
which most of the State is taken, it is provided: 

“The inhabitants of the ceded territory shall be incorporated into the 
Union of the United States, and admitted as soon as possible according 
to the principles of the Federal Constitution to the enjoyment of all the 
rights, advantages and immunities of the citizens of the United States; 


- and in the meantime, they shall be maintained and protected in the free 





enjoyment of their liberty, property, and the religion which they profess.” 
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WHEREAS, in the Act of Admission of Wyoming, approved July 10, | 


1890, the enacting clause reads: :

“Be It Enacted, etc., That the State of Wyoming is hereby declared | 


to be a State of the United States of America and is hereby declared ad- | 
mitted into the Union on an equal footing with the original states in all | 
respects whatever; and that the constitution which the people of Wyoming | 
have formed for themselves be, and the same is hereby accepted, ratified | 


and confirmed.” 


WHEREAS, the ordinances approved by the Constitutional convention | 


of Wyoming, provided in Section 3; 


“The people inhabiting this State do agree and declare that they for- | 
ever disclaim all right and title to the unappropriated public lands lying | 


within the boundaries thereof, and to all lands lying within said limits 
owned or held by any Indian or Indian tribes, and that until the title 
thereto shall have been extinguished by the United States, the same shall 
be and remain subject to the disposition of the United States and that said 


Indian lands shall remain under the absolute jurisdiction and control of the | 


Congress of the United States.” 


WHEREAS, the Constitution of the United States nowhere grants any 
authority to Congress to buy or hold any territory, except in Article 1, 
Section 8, Paragraph 17; 

“To exercise exclusive legislation in all cases whatsoever over such 
district (not exceeding 10 miles square) as may be by cession of particular 
States and the acceptance of Congress become the seat of Government of 
the United States, and to exercise like authority over all places purchased, 
by the consent of the legislature of the State in which the same shall be, 


for the erection of forts, magazine, arsenals, dock yards, and other needful. | 


buildings. And to make all laws which shall be necessary and proper for 
carrying into execution the foregoing powers and all other powers vested 
by this Constitution in the Government of the United States or in any 
department or officer‘ thereof.” 

WHEREAS, it is set forth in Section 8 of Article IV of the Federal 
Constitution: 


“The Congress shall have power to dispose of, and make all needful © 


rules and regulations respecting the territory or other property belonging 
to the United States.” 


WHEREAS, the ordinances of 1787, establishing the Northwest Terri- 
tory, out of which was carved Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan and Wis- 
consin, provided as follows: 


“The Legislature” of those districts or new states shall have powers 
(among others) “to provide also for the eStablishment of States and perma- 
nent government therein, and for their admission to a share in the Federal 
councils on an equal footing with the original States, at as early periods 
as may be consistent with the general interest.” “The legislature of 
those districts or new states shall never interfere with the primary disposal 
of the soil by the United States in Congress assembled, nor with any regu- 
lations Congress may find necessary for securing the title in such soil 
to the bona fide purchases.” “And whenever any of the said states shall 
have sixty thousand inhabitants therein, such state shall be admitted, bv its 
delegates, into the Congress of the United States, on an equal footing with 
the original states in all respects whatever.” 


WHEREAS, it was said by the Supreme Court in Pollard’s Lessee v. 
Hagan, 15 U. S. Supreme Court, page 391: 


_“We think a proper examination of this subject will show that the 
United States never held any municipal sovereignty, jurisdiction or right 
of soil in and to the territory, of which Alabama or any of the new states 
were formed, except for temporary purposes. and to execute the trusts 
created by the Acts of the Virginia and Georgia legislatures, and the deeds 
of cession executed by them to the United States, and the trust created

by the treaty with the French Republic of the 30th of Avril, 1808 ceding 
Louisiana.” ; 


WHEREAS, the power so given in the Federal Constitution to dispose 
of the territory of the United States, whatever such territory may have 
been, was intended to be confined to the Territory which at the time of the 
founding of the Federal Government, belonged to or was claimed by the 
United States, and was within the boundaries as settled by the treaty with 
Great Britain, and can have no influence upon a territory afterwards 
acquired from a foreign government (which acquirement was not even 
within the purview of the Constitution as was shown by Thomas Jefferson 
when he sought to secure ratification thereof after the purchase was made) 
such constitutional provision as to disposing. of territory, being a special 
provisions for a known and particular territory and to meet a then present 
emergency and no more; 

WHEREAS, the same sovereignty was given to the states which were 
carved out of the lands covered by the Louisiana Purchase, as was given 
to the states which were carved out of the Northwest Territory; and 


WHEREAS, the territory covered by the Louisana Purchase when ob- 
tained from France contained no population fit to be associated together 


and admitted as a state, and it was therefore absolutely necessary to hold 


possession of it as a territory belonging to the United States until it was 
settled and inhabited by a civilized community capable of self government 


‘and in a condition to be admitted on equal terms with the other states as 


a member of the Union; and was acquired by the general government as 
the representative and trustee of the people of the United States to be 
held only as such Trustee until such time only as it had sufficient popula- 
tion to assume the position to which it was destined among the states of 
the Union; , 


WHEREAS, as was said by Senator Hendricks of Indiana in Congress 
as far back as January 28, 1828, explaining why the states acceded to the 
deprivation of sovereignty by the Federal Government in organic acts; 
that the territories anxious to gain a political elevation, anxious to gain 
the level of equalitv with the original states, did not rightly consider the 
immense sacrifices they were making for the name, while they were not 


really acquiring ‘the substance of equality and independence; 


WHEREAS, the Senate Public Lands Committee in 1832, after a com- 
prehensive survey and study of the public lands, made a formal report, in 
which it said among other things: “Our pledge would not be redeemed 
by merely dividing the surface into states and giving them names”; sup- 
plemented by Congressman Winter of Wyoming when he said “We ask the 
status of states of a Union, not provinces of a central power”. 


WHEREAS. Chief Justice Marshall, in Martin v. Hunter (1 Wheaton 
325), ruled that the sovereign powers vested in the State Governments by 
their respective constitutions remain unaltered and unimpaired, except so 
far as they are granted to the Government of the United States, and their 
apparent grant to the United States in the organic acts, was unconstitutional 


and therefore void and not binding on the states; 


WHEREAS, in the case of Coyle vs. Smith, 221 U. S. 559, the Supreme 
Court, referring to the case of Pollard’s Lessee vs. Hagen, used the fol- 
lowing language; 

The plain deduction from this case is that when a new state is admitted 
into the Union, it is so admitted with all of the powers of sovereignty and 
jurisdiction which pertain to the original states, and that such powers may 
not be constitutionally diminished, impaired, or shorn away by any condi- 
tions, compacts, or stipulations embraced in the act under which the new 
State came into the Union. 


WHEREAS, we search in vain for any clause in the Federal Constitu- 
tion which prohibits to the states the exercise of any powers connected 
with the public lands, and the control asserted by the Federal Government 
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is a growth of a system nowhere even contemplated by the founders of 


our government and in violation of the sovereignty of states which came | 
into the federal Union on an equal footing with the original states in all | 


respects whatever;

WHEREAS, the present public land policy of the Federal Government, 
which was inaugurated in or about the year of 1905 under the present — 


system of reserving to the Federal Government title to public lands and 


natural resources, had resulted in a condition which threatens the continued | 
progress and prosperity of eleven states of the Union known generally as 
semi-arid or public land states, same being as follows: Wyoming, Colorado, — 
New Mexico, Arizona, Utah, Montana, Idaho, Nevada, California, Oregon — 
and Washington, in which the said Federal Government now retains title : 
to more than 586,000 square miles of public land not including Indian | 


Reservations or Parks; 


WHEREAS, this area amounts in the aggregate to one-half the total 


land areas of these aforesaid states, and that of this area about 205,000 | 


Square miles have been placed in forest reserves, over 75,000 square miles 
in coal, oil, phosphate and other reserves, leaving only about 300,000 square 
miles of unappropriated and unreserved public lands; 


WHEREAS, this unreserved public land consists mainly of desert and 
mountains which are of little value as agricultural land, but of great po- 
tential value for mining and grazing, containing forests, coal, oil and other 
natural resources, but which have greatly diminished actual value as long 
as they remain in public ownership; 


WHEREAS, of the forty-eight sovereign states the inhabitants of 
thirty-seven own and have always owned all their lands and their state 
sovereignty and authority covers every natural resource within their 
borders, thus placing the eleven states aforementioned on an unequal basis 
with other states to the untold financial injury of the inhabitants thereof; 


WHEREAS, this immense landed territory now held by the Federal 
Government, and from which it is collecting rents and royalties, indicates 
a definite purpose not to dispose of such lands nor to put them under the 
jurisdiction of the states in which they lie, thereby preventing said lands 
from becoming populated and their resources from being developed and 


denying to the states the right to tax them or to make laws for them; 


WHEREAS, this said policy of the Federal Government, now effective, 
that of permitting the withdrawal of large areas of public lands from 
taxation and reserving to itself all natural resources including water power, 
power sites, timber and minerals, limits to the aforesaid eleven states the 
possibility of raising sufficient revenue to meet their rapidly increasing 
state expense, while the value of such natural resources so withdrawn 
remains far in excess of the total land valuation of that part of the entire 
state which is now privately owned; 


WHEREAS, the eleven states heretofore enumerated have received 
from the Federal Government two sections out of every township for school 
purposes, and in every case this trust has been properly and profitably ad- 
ministered, which demonstrates that individual states can, and will if per- 
mitted, administer their public lands and natural resources with justice 
and profit; 


WHEREAS, the great bulk of available area for settlement by home- 


‘stead under existing laws regulating the settlement of agricultural land 


having now been taken up and occupied, several states have reached 
their limit in lands capable of bearing taxation, thus checking further de- 
velopment of the entire state by lack of taxable property; 


WHEREAS, we desire the trust to be fulfilled just as it was with 


Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, Nebraska, and Alabama, and other states — 


originally situated, as are the public land states now; 


WHEREAS, we confidently believe that the prayer of this joint me- 
morial will appeal not only to the remaining ten public land states similarly 
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situated, but also to all other states of the United States, as founded on 
justice and equality ; 

THEREFORE, we, the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Wyoming, hereby memorialize the Congress of the United States 
to enact such legislation as will cause the return by the United States to 
the States comprising said Government of all vacant and unappropriated 
lands, together with all natural resources including water power, power 
sites, forests and minerals, now held in trust by the Federal Government 
within the borders of any of the said states; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That engrossed copies of this me- 
morial and request be sent to the President of the United States, to the 
President of the United States Senate, to the Speaker of the United States 
House of Representatives, to the Senators from Wyoming in the Congress 
of the United States; Honorable Francis E. Warren and Honorable John

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


The following report was received from the special committee appointed 
to investigate gasoline prices in Mentana: 

“Mr. Speaker: We, your special committee appointed to investigate 
prices of gasoline in the State of Montana, pursuant to the provisions of 
House Resolution No. 4, beg leave to submit the following report: 

First: Your committee in conference with a like committee from the 
Senate called before it witnesses who are engaged in both the refining and 
retail gasoline business in the State of Montana, and heard the testimony 
of these witnesses under oath concerning the prices of gasoline in the State 
of Montana and outside points. 
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Your committee, however, by reason of the enormous task involved, | 
and of the shortness of time in which the committee had to act and report, 


have been unable to investigate to any very great extent the cost of refining 
gasoline in the State of Montana, and elsewhere, and we assume, without 


affirming, that the refiners of the State of Montana have given us the | 


correct information with reference to the elements and items which go to 
make up the cost price of refining gasoline in the State of Montana. We 


were unable to go into the proposition further than the oral testimony of the | 


witnesses with reference to these items which make up the cost of refining 


gasoline because we did not have at our disposal the books of the refining | 


companies and other sources of information. Such information could have 
been obtained had this committee more time at its disposal and had this 
committee the resources and power to compel the production of books and 
other factors which enter into the cost of gasoline at the refinery. 


We wish to state, however, that the refining companies did not refuse | 


to open their books and their representatives willingly submitted to such 


examination as were able to make, but your committee was unable, by | 


reason of the shortness of time at our disposal to undertake the task of 
going through their books and making up a report on the cost price of 
gasoline therefrom. Your committee, however, was able to obtain some in- 
formation which we will submit to the House in connection with the items 
entering into the cost price of gasoline in Montana and in relation to the 
distribution thereof. ? 

From the evidence taken upon the hearing your committee finds the 
following to be the facts: 


First: That there are approximately fifteen refineries in the State-of 
Montana which are loacted at Butte, Kalispell, Great Falls, Lewistown, Sun- 
burst, Shelby, Missoula, Hedgesville, Miles City and possibly one or two 
other small places, which refineries with the exception of those located at 
Butte, together with certain non-resident operating companies belong to 
and are members of an association consisting of refiners, jobbers and re- 
tailers of Montana. 


Second: The retail price of gasoline in Montana at the time of the 
commencement of this investigation, except in the City of Butte, varied 
between 25% cents at Kalispell and Bozeman, and 33 cents at Circle, Mon- 
tana. The price at Lewistown, Helena, and other central points in Montana 
was 27 cents. The price at Butte was 22 cents per gallon. 


Third: According to the testimony offered by the refiners, the retail 


_ price of 27 cents per gallon is made up of the following items; freight from 


point of refining to point of retailing is fixed at the arbitrary sum of 3.8 
cents per gallon; gasoline tax 3 cents per gallon; wholesale or jobbers 
margin 4.5 cents per gallon; retailers margin or profit 2 cents per gallon; 
which items total 13.30 cents per gallon, being the cost of distribution of 
the refined: product when sold upon the basis of 27 cents per gallon. The 
above sum deducted from the retail price of gasoline, leaves the sum of 
13.70 per gallon which is called the net back to the particular refinery. By 
reason herein indicated we were unable to go into the question as to the 
total cost of producing a gallon of gasoline sufficiently to determine what 
percentage of profit is contained in the net back. It would be necessary 
in order to accurately determine the percentage of profit contained in the 
net back to the refinery to call many witnesses, in addition to gaining in- 
formation from the books of the respective refineries. 


Fourth: The wholesaler and jobber handling gas in Montana, except- 
ing in Butte, is allowed a margin of not less than 4.5 cents for each gallon 
handled by him and the retailer is allowed a margin of 2 cents a gallon 
over that allowed the jobber or the total spread on a gallon of gasoline 
between the refiner and the dealer is not less than 6% cents per gallon. 


Fifth: Montana has a higher freight rate on a gallon of gasoline 
shipped into the State than any other state in the northwest. North Da- 
kota enjoys a lower freight rate from the Tulsa field, and Washington and 
Idaho have a lower freight rate from the California field. Montana has a 
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‘higher freight rate on its gasoline from Tulsa, Oklahoma, than either of 
' the Dakotas, Wyoming, Idaho or Washington. The freight rate into Minne- 
-apolis from the Tulsa field is approximately one-fourth of the freight rate 
‘into Montana from the same point. The evidence does disclose, however, 
‘that the freight rate from Casper, Wyoming, to many points in Eastern 
| Montana is the same as that to many points in the western part of the 
Dakotas. It is a fact, however, that the freight rates into Montana on gaso- 
ine are discriminatory. 

| Sixth: The price of gasoline in Montana, except at Butte, according 
‘to all of the witnesses, is established by the price charged to the retailers 
| by the importer. Your committee is not to be understood as saying that 
| the importer actually fixes the price except on their own product. We 
do wish to state, however, that “all refiners or retailers in the State of 
| Montana follow the price established by the importer, except in Butte. 
The evidence of some of the witnesses is that this price is established 
| either at Casper, Wyoming, or Denver, Colorado, but so far as this com- 
“mittee is concerned, it is ‘mmaterial where this price is established, the 
‘main point being that the price is established by the importer on its own 
' products and all other concerns that sell gasoline in the State of Montana 
follow this price almost without exception, except the refiners and dealers 
in the City of Butte. 

Seventh: The retailer who sells gasoline to the consumer in the State 
of Montana does not fix the price at which he buys, nor does he fix the 
price at which he sells. The testimony of all the witnesses retailing 
gasoline is to the effect that the price to the retailer is fixed by the jobber 
or refiner. The retailer is allowed a 2-cent margin and in order to continue 
in business he doesn’t have the privilege of fixing the margin himself 
except of course he could sell it at a higher price, provided he could dispose 
‘of his product. 

Eighth: The. testimony of some of the witnesses is to the effect 
that the importer fixes the selling price of the gasoline in Montana, except 
in Butte. The reason given for this is that the cost price of his product 
plus freight is what governs the market in Montana. 


Ninth: In the year 1926 the testimony discloses that there was 
forty-six million gallons of gasoline sold in Montana; that of the forty- 
six million gallons of gasoline sold, thirty-five million gallons was refined. 
in Montana, and eleven million gallons was imported from outside sources. 
The local refineries, according to the evidence, do not compete with the 
importers, but they meet the importers price. The largest importer and 
the largest distributor in Montana is one and the same concern, it sells 
fifty percent or more of the gasoline sold in the State. The thirty-five 
million gallons of gasoline refined and sold in Montana by local refineries 
does not control the selling price in Montana, but the importation of 
eleven million gallons does. The same concern being the largest importer 
and distributor in the State, therefore, becomes the determining factor 
in setting the price and the price fixed by this importer is followed in 
practically all the places in Montana except Butte and possibly a few of 
the small places. 

Tenth: The evidence further discloses that in the places where the 
local refineries are located they are distributing their gasoline locally at 
the same price that gasoline is being sold in some of the other parts of the 
State. As hereinbefore stated, a freight rate of 3.8 cents is charged to 
every gallon of gasoline where such gallon is sold at a price not to exceed 
27 cents and this freight rate is charged to every gallon of gasoline sold 
locally, so that the fact that a refinery is located in a particular community 
does not in any way decrease the price of such gasoline at such point. 
This is not true however, at Butte, as the evidence discloses that the re- 
fineries at Butte do not ‘nelude in their selling price any freight charge, 
as practically the entire production of these refineries is distributed and 
sold in the City of Butte. 

Eleventh: The evidence discloses that the consumer in the City of 
Spokane is getting his gasoline for approximattly 23 cents a gallon and 
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f 
that the consumer in the “State of North Dakota is buying his gasoline | 
from 1% cents to 1.7 cents per gallon under the Montana price. 

Twelfth: The testimony of, some of the witnesses is to the effect | 
that the margin to the retail dealer of two cents a gallon is too narrow] 
to permit the retail dealer to make any profit unless his business is of] 
enormous volume. | 

Thirteenth: The testimony of most of the retailers was to the effect | 


\ 
] 






that as their business was confined wholly to the sale of gasoline, they } 


would sustain a loss at the above margin. Some jobbers according to the | 
testimony. of the witnesses allow a little better margin to the retail) 
dealers without however disclosing to the committee exactly what this | 
excess margin was. Our conclusion from the testimony is that the retail | 
dealer operating on a 2-cent margin is in no position to realize a material | 
profit and that he isn’t in a position to control either his buying or his | 
selling price. The wholesaler or, jobber in the State of Montana when | 


he is the refiner, allows himself, or when he is an independent wholesaler | 
or jobber, is permitted, under a mutual agreement to take a charge of not | 
less than 44% cents per gallon as a handling charge for gasoline in the | 


State. 


Fourteenth: The evidence discloses that the principal importer and | 
some of the larger local refineries own and control their own wholesale | 
and retail stations, or in other words they constitute the refiner, whole- | 
saler or jobber and retailer; that the larger importers and refiners in the | 
State have their service stations in practically every point of any size | 
in the State. In these instances, the refiner enjoys the original profit | 
embraced in the net back if any, and they likewise enjoy the wholesale | 


or jobber’s profit and whatever profit there is to the retailer. 


Fifteenth: The local refiners contend that a decrease in the price of | 
gasoline in Montana would force many of them out of business. As to | 
this contention as before stated, we did not have sufficient time and re- | 
sources at our command to enable us to go into the matter sufficiently | 
to form a conclusion and we are not in a position therefore to either | 


refute or concede the contention. 


Sixteenth: _The evidence disclosed that the price of gasoline in Butte, | 
during the period covered by this investigation was approximately 22 | 


cents. The evidences further discloses that there are two local refineries 


in Butte, and that practically their entire output is consumed at that | 
point. The evidence further discloses that when these refineries com- | 
menced business that they sold their products without adding a freight | 
charge and eliminated the retail profit. The evidence further discloses | 


that some of the large importers of gasoline and the larger refineries of 
the State of Montana are selling gasoline in Butte and are meeting the 
price of the competitive market. 


_ We are advised and the testimony so shows that a number of the 
refineries in the State of Montana have not paid the two-cent gasoline 
tax. A list of these refineries is contained in the testimony. The conten- 
tion of the refineries is that they did not collect this tax and the contention 
on the part of the State is that the tax was collected and not returned. 
We refuse at this time to comment on this proposition because a question 
of law is involved which will require the determination of the court. We 
do know this, however, that the refineries which did not pay the tax sold 
the gasoline at approximately the same price as other retailers, excepting 
in the City of Butte. If they did collect the tax, then the two cents was 


- an additional profit which they have collected and which the people of 


Montana have paid and which your committee thinks was an excessive 
charge in view of the fact that the public thought, or had the right to 


think, that the extra two cents was going to the State to be expended on 
the roads. 


_ With reference to the price cutting in the City of Butte, your com- 
mittee from the evidence at hand, isn’t advised as to who began the price 
cutting. More evidence would be needed on this point if it were a very 
material consideration from the standpoint of the consumer.

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We recommend that the evidence taken at this hearing be made a part 
of this report, and your committee hereby offers the same as a part of 
this report, and we recommend that this evidence be not incorporated in 
the Journal, but that the original copy thereof be filed in the office of 


| the Attorney General, and a second copy thereof be filed with the Railroad 


Commission of the State of Montana with the recommendation that the 
Railroad Commission with this testimony and such other testimony as they 
may deem favorable for the purpose of presenting to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission a request that Montana be granted a more favorable 
rate from outside points into Montana on gasoline and a more favorable 
rate from points in Montana to other points in Montana on gasoline.

“Mr. Speaker: The undersigned, as a member of your Special Com- 
mittee, begs leave to submit the following in supplementary to the fore- 
going report: 

The matter set forth in the report of the chairman finds support in 
the evidence introduced at the hearing, but from this evidence the under- 
signed respectfully disagrees with the conclusions of the chairman and 
is led to the following conclusions: : 


1. That the price of gasoline in Montana is governed by the following 
factors, namely: 


(a) the cost of manufacture, (b) the cost of transportation, (c) the 
cost of distribution, and the margin of profit. 


2. That the evidence introduced and the report of the chairman would 
seem to indicate that the margin of profit to the refiner, the distributor 
and the marketer, is not excessive when compared with the profit on other 
eommodities of general consumption. The Butte situation, by reason of 


local conditions, affords no eriterion for the determination or establish- 
ment of a price structure in other portions of the State. 


8 That a certain percentage of the gasoline used in the State is 
imported and distributed by foreign distributors, and that such imported 
gasoline of necessity fixes the price structure in the State; for the for- 


eign distributor markets gasoline on the basis of cost of product plus cost | 


of transportation plus cost of distribution plus profit with the present 
result that the Montana refiner and marketer has the option of meeting 
this selling price, or of selling at higher or lower figure. The natural 
result being that the price is met. 


Lastly, it is the conclusion of the undersigned, that the price of 
gasoline in Montana cannot be materially reduced until a greater produc- 
tion of oil is obtained in Montana with the result that Montana refiners 
will be enabled to install larger and more efficient plants, thereby, reduc- 
ing refining cost and increasing gallonage, this forcing all imported gaso- 
line to be sold at a price, which will compete with the Montana product. 
These conditions cannot be brought about by investigation or legislation 
but must result from conditions over which legislative assemblies have 
no control. ,

REPORT OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


The following report of select committees was received: 


“Mr. Speaker: We, your select committee from the Appropriations 
Committee, appointed to investigate the water works and water supply 
used in connection with the Montana School for the Deaf and Blind at 
Boulder, Montana, beg leave to report as follows: 

Your committee made a personal investigation of the water works 
and water supply for the said school and we find: 

First. That the existing water system used in connection with said 
institution is entirely inadequate in case of fire, there being insufficient 
pressure: | 

Second. That the cost of operating the present system is approxi- 
mately $5,000.00 per year; 

Third. That the water used in the said system is taken from wells 
and that the grains of hardness of such water is very high; 

Fourth. We find that owing to the hardness of the water now used 
the pipes employed in the system rust out in about three years and that 


the replacement charges on account of such rust is about $2,000.00 per year; 


Fifth. That the cost of operating the water softener in connection 
with the steam boilers is about $300.00 per year; 


Sixth. That the life of the steam boilers and water heaters and tanks 
now used in connection with said system is reduced to about one-third of 
the average life of the same where soft water is used; 


Seventh. That the capacity of the present storage tank is 50,000 gal- 

lons and that the consumption of water per 24 hour day is about 75,000 
gallons, thereby making pumping of water necessary for about 16 hours 
of each day; 
‘We further find that such pumps have been in use for the past 14 
years and that owing to the ingredients in the hard water now used that 
the pipe lines are constantly filling up with scales, necessitating frequent 
replacement of the pipes. 

We further find that there is no water supply at the Dairy Farm 
connected with the school, it being necessary to haul water for all do- 
mestic purposes at the farm, and for the watering of the livestock thereon. 


In view of its findings, the committee recommends, first, that a new 
gravity water system be installed for the said school and that all of the 
water for such system be taken from the North Fork of the Little Boulder 
River, at a point designated by the State Engineer after a survey made by 
him in the year 1926; the water in said river being soft; 

That pipe lines and reservoirs be installed according to the: survey 
made by the State Engineer in 1926, and that the same be connected with 
the existing pipe lines of the distributing system now in use by the school; 


That fire plugs be placed near all school buildings of the said institu- 
tion not now supplied with the same, and that fire plugs be placed at ap- 
propriate points for the protection of life and of the buildings on the dairy 
farm connected with the said institution; 

That the labor for the construction of the water system be performed, 
as far as possible, by the inmates of the State Penitentiary at Deer Lodge, 
Montana, under the supervision of.the Warden of said Penitentiary, and 
mae the inmates performing such labor be paid a small wage for their 
abor; 

That the hauling of the materials necessary for the construction of 
such pipe lines and reservoirs be done by the trucks used in connection 
with the said School and that the State Purchasing Agent be authorized 
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to purchase all tools, implements and supplies necessary for the construc-| 
tion and completion of the said pipe lines and reservoirs. 


Your committee earnestly recommends the employment of the convict | 
labor and the services of the State Engineer, and the purchase of neces- 
Sary supplies by the State Purchasing Agent, because, in the opinion of | 
your committee, there will thereby be effected a saving to the State of 
Montana in the sum of approvimately $20,000.00; and further, there will | 
be a saving of approximately $7,000.00 per year, from the cost of operatior | 
and maintenance of the old water system, if a new system is installed.

That Section 4 of Article XVI of the Constitution of the State of Mon- 
tana, be amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 4 (of Article XVI). In each county there shall be elected 
three County Commissioners, whose term of office shall be six years; pro- 
vided that each county in the State of Montana shall be divided into three 
“Commissioner Districts, to be designated as Commissioner Districts, num- 

bers, one, two and three, respectively. | 

“The Board of County Commissioners shall in every county in the 
State of Montana, at their regular session, on the first Monday in May, 
1929, or as soon thereafter as convenient or possible, not exceeding 60 days 
thereafter, meet and by and under the direction of the District Court Judge 
or Judges of said county, divide their respective counties into three Com- 
missioner Districts as compact and equal in population and area as possible, 
and number them respectively, one, two and three, and when such division 
-has been made, there shall be filed in the office of the County Clerk and

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Recorder of such county, a certificate designating the metes and ound] 
of the boundary lines and limits of each of said Commissioners Districts| 
which certificate shall be signed by said Judge or Judges; provided, als’ 
that at the first regular session of any newly organized and created county 
the said Board of County Commissioners, by and under the direction o 
the District Court Judge or Judges of said county, shall divide such ne 4 
county into Commissioner Districts as herein provided. 


“Upon such division, the Board of County Commissioners shall assigzi 
its members to such districts in the following manner; each member 0! 
the said Board then in service shall be assigned to the district in whicl 
he is residing or the nearest thereto; the senior member of the Boar«| 
in service to be assigned to the Commissioner District No. 1, the next 
member in seniority to be assigned to Commissioner District No. 2, anc 
the junior member of the board to be assigned to Commissioner Districi 
No. 3; provided, that at the first general election of any newly createc 
and organized county, the commissioner for District No. 1, shall be electec| 
for two years, for No. 2, for four years, and for No. 3, for six years, and| 
biennially thereafter there shall be. one Commissioner elected to take the 
place of the retiring Commissioner, who shall hold his office for six years, | 


“That the Board of County Commissioners by and under the direction 
of the District Court Judge or Judges of said County, for the purpose of| 
equalizing in population and area such Commissioner Districts, may change 
the boundaries of any or all the Commissioner Districts in their respective 
county, by filing in the office of the County Clerk and Recorder of such! 
county, a certificate signed by said Judge or Judges designating by metes 
and bounds the boundary lines of each of said Commissioner Districts as! 
changed, and such change in any or all the districts in such county, shall) 
become effective from and after filing of such certificate: provided, how-| 
ever, that the boundaries of no Commissioner District shall at any time) 
be changed in such a manner as to affect the term of office of any 
County Commissioner who has been elected, and whose term of office has 
not expired; and provided, further, that no change in the boundaries of, 
any Commissioner District shall be made within six months next preceding | 
a general election. | 


“At the general election to be held in 1930. and thereafter at each | 
general election, the member or members of the Board to be elected, shall 
be selected from the residents and electors of the district or districts in | 
which the vacancy occurs, but the election of such member or members of | 
the Board shall be submitted to the entire electorate of the county, pro-) 
vided, however, that no one shall be elected as a member of said board, | 
who has not resided in said district for at least two years next preceding 
the time when he shall be come a candidate for said office. 





“When a vacancy occurs in the Board of County Commissioners the. 
Judge or Judges of the Judicial District in which the vacancy occurs, shall 
appoint someone residing in such Commissioner District where the vacancy | 
occurs, to fill the office until the next general election when a Commis- | 
sioner shall be elected to fill the unexpired term”’, 


Section 2. The vote upon this amendment shall be counted and can- 
vassed by such officials and in such manner as is provided by law for the | 
counting and canvassing of the votes for members of Congress and if a | 
majority of all votes cast at said election for and against said amendment 
shall be in favor of the amendment, the Governor of the State shall im-_ 
mediately so declare by public proclamation, and said amendment shall be | 
in full force and effect as a part of the Constitution from and after the 
date of said proclamation. / 


Section 8. Separate official ballots shall be used at the general elec- . 
a be held in November, 1928, which shall have printed thereon the | 
words:

March 1,°1927, 

“Mr. Speaker: We, your Select Committee, appointed to investigate | 

the official conduct of C. T. Stewart, Secretary of State of the State of | 
Montana, beg leave to report as follows: | 


Your Committee, considering time limitations, has done no more and | 
no less than it felt plain duty and the interests of the State dictated. | 
We have had no desire to shield anyone or persecute anyone. We have | 
held to the view that in the conflict of interests, personal or otherwise, | 
the interests of the State were superior to all other ‘interests. | 


We have subpoenaed and examined under oath a large number of wit- | 
nesses relative to alleged irregularities and improper conduct on the part | 
of the Secretary of State. In addition, official records have been examined 

| 
| 


in detail. Testimony and records have forced your committee to definite 
conclusions. And we, therefore, find: 


(1) That said C. T. Stewart, as Secretary of State, under color of his 
official authority caused certain publications to be made which were in 
excess of the constitutional and statutory requirements to the extent that 
the funds of the State of Montana were squandered in a most reckless and 
extravagant manner; where a bare compliance with such requirements | 
would have amply satisfied the object and purpose of such publication. 

(2) That he authorized publications that did not conform to the plain 
constitutional requirements—all to the injury of the State. 


(83) That he in his official capacity, certified to and approved for | 


payment invalid and unlawful claims against the State of Montana, such | 
claims exceeding $9000.00. 
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(4) That he failed to conform to the plain constitutional requirements 
placed upon him with respect to publications in 1922, and by such action 
imperilled the validity of the action of the people of the State, as ex- 
pressed by their vote, and such failure on his part was contrary to public 
policy and public interest. 

(5) That he has been guilty of misconduct in office in that he has 
without lawful authority applied funds appropriated for salaries and ex- 
penses of his office for one certain biennium: to the finding of deficiencies 
arising out of the activitics of such office during the previous biennium. 
And that he has charged items against one certain special fund which 
should have properly and lawfully been charged against the general fund 
thereby defeating the express intention of the Legislative Assembly to the 
detriment of the State of Montana and contrary to public policy. 


(6) That he had an interest in contracts made in behalf of the State 
of Montana by himself or by a Board of which he was at the time a mem- 
ber, that he solicited and accepted remuneration outside of his lawful salary 
and compensation for the performance of his duties in the letting of con- 
tracts in behalf of the State of Montana in his official capacity, and that 
he improperly profited personally, directly or indirectly, by virtue of his 
official position, to the detriment of the State and contrary to public policy. 


(7) That he has failed to perform his proper and legal duties as Sec- 
retary of the Board of Examiners, and failed to cause the records thereof 
to be kept as required by law—and such failure to discharge his duties is 
detrimental to the interests of the State. 

(8) Evidence adduced by your committee shows, or tends to show, 
that said C. T. Stewart while acting as Secretary of State of the State 
of Montana, failed to discharge the duties of his office with fidelity, as 
enjoined by his oath of office; that he has broken faith with, and be- 
trayed the confidence of, the sovereign people of the State of Montana; 
and that he is unfit and incompetent to have longer entrusted to him the 
responsibilities of a high executive office of the State. 

Testimony and records procured by your committee are submitted 
herewith. 

Now Therefore, Your committee respectfully submits the above find- 
ings and recommends as follows: 

That the House of Representatives of the Twentieth Legislative Assem- 
bly of the State of Montana do proceed forthwith to cause to be done all 
things necessary to effect the impeachment and removal from office of 
said C. T. Stewart, Secretary of State.

The Honorable Speaker and Members of the House of Representatives of 
the Twentieth Legislative Assembly: 

“We, your committee, appointed under authority of House Resolution 
No. 5, by Sample of Dawson, which authorized and instructed committee 
to obtain definite information concerning business transacted by the several 
Districts Courts of the State, so that a record might be established for 
future reference to this and succeeding assemblies, beg leave to report as 
follows: 

Your committee have tabulated the returns from the several Clerks of 
Court of the State, together with information furnished by District Judges 
and others. This tabulation is based on information which entailed a great 
deal of research and assembling of data, painstaking effort on the part of 
your committee, as well as public officials throughout the State. The in- 
formation sought was designed to establish a basis for a fair, just and 
equitable rearrangement of Judicial Districts of this State, with the un- 
selfish purpose of effecting a substantial reduction of expenditures and to 
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thereby conserve public resources. Tabulated returns attached to and 
made a part of this report and marked “Exhibit A”. 

This report, we believe to be accurate as to the number of cases filed, 
the number of jury trials, the number of days of court with jury and pleas 
of guilty. We are led to believe, however, that not all Clerks of Court 
understood what information was desired under the heading trials without 
a jury.” In some of the cases, where the number of such trials appeared ~ 
out of proportion, we investigated with the county effected, and without 
fail, it developed that the Clerks had included default cases under this 
heading, which was not intended. 

We note that a total of 729 cases were tried by jury as an average 
during the past five years, which gives an average of slightly over 24 
cases per judge per year. The average number of cases filed per judge per 
year, including actions of every kind and probate matters filed in the sev- 
eral courts, were slightly over 559 cases per judge. 

It appears that about one case in every seven is handled by the Court, 
either by trial or by default action; apparently the great majority of the 
cases are settled or dismissed before being brought to judgment. The 
number of days of court with a jury figured with the number of cases tried 
by jury discloses that the average jury trial last slightly less than tww 

ays. 

We, your committee, after taking into consideration all of the data 
received, are of the opinion that the Judicial business of the State can 
ae be handled with a greatly reduced number of districts and district 
judges. 

From the information that developed, we are attaching hereto and 
making a part of this report a tabulation of figures marked “Exhibit B”, 
which shows the yearly average per judge over the past five year period, 
had districts and judges as proposed in Substitute House Bill No. 284 been 
in effect during that period. It is out opinion that had the Senate con- 
curred in this bill, the people of the State of Montana could have been 
saved an expense of not less than $70,000, and we believe that a careful 
analysis of the figures presented by this committee will show that a 
further reduction than was proposed in Substitute House Bill No. 284 could 
be made in the number of districts and judges without injury to the 
litigants of the State. 

As a further tabulation, we have prepared a record showing actions 
filed, cases tried by jury, cases tried without jury, days of court with 
jury and number of liquor cases, by districts and judges, as the law now 
stands. This tabulation is attached to and make a part of this report and 
marked “Exhibit C’’. 

Your commtitee believes that by ‘the continuation of this committee, 
further valuable data can be secured and a check made upon the figures 
already received, which might be valuable to future assemblies, should re- 
districting matter again arise. We, therefore, recommend that this com- 
mittee be continued, and such committee to report to the Twenty-first 
Assembly such additional data as they are able to procure. This ¢om- 
mittee to serve without compensation or cost to the State. 

Your committee wishes to acknowledge the whole-hearted and diligent 
support accorded this committee in all its efforts by the several Clerks of 
District Courts and District Judges, and other officers and citizens of the 
State, and we particularly appreciate the hearty co-operation of Clerks of 
Court, upon whom we were obliged to call for extensive and detailed in- 
formation, which was so freely and promptly furnished. 

Your committee further recommends that this report be spread at 
length upon the minutes of the assembly, so that ‘the record may be pre- 
served.
